Nature does not jump into the camera, focus 
itself, expose itself, develop itself, and print 
itself. On the contrary, the artist, using 
photography as a medium, chooses his 
subject, selects his details, generalizes the 
whole in the way we have shown, and thus 
gives his/her view of nature. This is not 
copying or imitating nature, but interpreting 


her; and this is all any artist can do, and how 
perfectly he does it, depends on his 
technique, and his knowledge of this 
technique, and the resulting picture, by 
whatever method expressed, will be 
beautiful proportionately to the beauty of the 
original and the ability of the artist.” “So with 
photography, speaking artistically of it, it is 
a very severe mental process and taxes all 
the artist’s energies even after he/she has 
mastered his technique. The point is what 
you have to say, and how to say it.”

| know this has been done before, but hope 
springs eternal and you just might get “the” shot 
that is going to get you the Pictorial medal atthe 
next Salon or a Cof M back at the club!! 


Now this property belongs to Mr. Ralph Burls, a 
gentleman who through the past years has 
always allowed us onto his farm in order to do 
our “thing”. 


Most years | organise a trip to Sunnyside Guest 
Farm for members of not only my club, but 
anyone else who wants to come along. This 
normally takes place during the Autumn months 
and our itinerary always includes a visit to 
Koeberg. The day before everyone arrives | 
make a courtesy call on Mr Burls and ask his 
permission to go onto his farm with the members 
of my group. This has never been refused. 


As per usual I went to see him on Friday the 21st 
of April and although he was not there, his wife 
said there would be no objection and we could 
go ahead. She mentioned however that the 
trees were in a poor condition as they had had 
too much rain. Because of this warning our 
group of photographers decided to avoid the 
farm completely promising ourselves that, “next 
year would be better”! 


Great was my surprise when | received a call at 
Sunnyside from Mr. Burls who said he wanted 
to see me. | went on over to “Koeberg” and the 
man was visibly upset when he asked 
whether my group had been on the farm that 
Sunday morning. 
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When | said, “No”, and why he had asked me 
this, he mentioned that there had been anumber 
of photographers taking pictures that very 
morning butthatthey had completely messed up 
the wet farm track near the little river with their 
vehicles! 


Instead of parking their cars at some dry spot 
and walking a small distance to get their pictures, 
this group went merrily on churning the soft 
ground into liquid mud. 


This would necessitate the expense of scraping 
the surface to get rid of the deep ruts which, 
when the track dries out, would make it 
about impassable for normal vehicles i 
attended to immediately!

Club Judging 


PSSA noted thatjunior workers get through one 
to three star very easily because of the club 
promotion standards at these levels with modern 
day equipment. The same photographers then 
battle to get salon acceptances at three star 
level which is normally with most clubs a 
requirement for promotion to 4-star. They get 
frustrated and leave the club... because of the 
judges... 


PSSA (Francois Roux) therefore studied the 
promotion criteria of many clubs and came up 
with a set of criteria that will keep junior workers 
a bit longer in the 1-3 star sections to gain more 
experience and also measure the senior workers 
against the higher criteria of national and 
international salon standards. 


Clubs do not have to follow these guidelines to 
the letter but it is recommended that they adapt 
their criteria to require a similar standard.

Thinking Photography by Dan 
Swart APSSA 


Your style is determined by the way you do 
things. It is a combination of factors such 
as preferred subject matter, techniques, 
type of composition, choice of angle, 
presentation, use of colour and/or tonal 
relationships and lighting. When | was 
teaching photography | was sometimes 
able to identify which student was 
responsible for a new piece of work even 
though there was no name to it. Then there 
were the photographs | could not ascribe 
to anyone because they lacked a personal 
style. 


It is a source of wonder to me that a 
sophisticated piece of machinery like a 
camera can function so differently in the 
hands of each photographer. When 
photography was first invented one of the 
criticisms was that as a machine it would 
be incapable of personal expression or 
style. But just as a painter wields his brush 
to produce marks on the canvas in a unique 
way, so a photograph can bear the 
unmistakable style of its creator. 


Human beings are social creatures and 
we depend on interaction with our peers for 
feedback and stimulation. Like the other 
higher primates we also learn by imitation. 
When you join a camera club as a beginner 
you will be confronted by a photographic 
style that predominates in that club. A 
natural reaction to this situation is to try to 
emulate the work of one or two of the 
leading club members. On the face of it, it 
would seem quite reasonable to try to 
achieve success in a proven way. But this 
may however produce a disappointing 
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result in that it could inhibit the development 
of a personal style. 


Acquiring a personal style is a desirable 
outcome for any photographer. Itis not 
however something one can decide to do 
in cold blood. If you decide that you want to 
achieve a personai style it is better not to 
consciously force it into any particular 
preconceived mode. In fact, if you forget 
about style and concentrate on making 
good images it is more likely that a genuine 
personal style will develop naturally. A put- 
on style or one borrowed from som 
else is not going to work. It will very s 
wear thin and look like affectation. 


That is not to say however that one should 
not allow oneself to be influenced by the 
style of a successful photographer. There 
is a difference between being influenced 
and slavishly repetitive imitation. 


Apart from individual style there is also 
period style. Look at photographs from the 
1950’s and 60’s and you will see how 
styles have changed. Some photographs 
have a timeless quality; others are firmly 
rooted in the period in which they were 
produced. They have a clearly defined 
period style. 


Although originality is not as highly valued 
in the context of club photography as it is in 
the art world it is still a desirable stylistic 
characteristic. If your photographs 
exactly like many others in your club m 

you ought to be looking elsewhere for your 
inspirational influences. As club members 
we tend to forget that there is a huge body 
of work by thousands of other 
photographers out there, many of them not 
produced in a club context. You may have 
to bestir yourself to access the Internet or 
go to a library to find them but for any 
developing talent in photography it is as 
important to see many different kinds of 
photographs as it is for an aspiring writer 
to read lots of books.

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Photographic Styles 


Style, by its nature ought to be something 
dynamic, capable of growth and 
development. Once it becomes fixed and 
too well established it starts to decay, to 
eventually die and end up as the sterile 
repetition of a worn-out formula. To stay 
alive a style must be receptive to influences 
from outside. It must change with the 
times. 1950’s photographic style is no 
longer appropriate for 2003. 


There has been a problem in South African 
camera clubs in that the relatively small 
community of amateur photographers has 
tended to be more inward-looking rather 
than receptive to outside influences. This 
can lead to a deadly uniformity; a lack of 
personal photographic style that many club 
members are not aware of but to any 
informed outsider is painfully obvious. 


Just as a living plant needs fresh air, 
daylight, water and essential nutrients from 
the soil for healthy growth so photographic 
style needs exposure to outside influences, 
fresh ideas and the exciting challenges of 
new technology. When stylistic 
development is suppressed by clinging to 
worn-out formulas, boring stereotypical 
photography is the result — something 
comparable to a garden full of identical 
plastic plants that need no watering, soil, 
fresh air or daylight. 


To continue with the horticultural simile, a 
personal photographic style needs the right 
conditions in order for it to grow and develop. 
It needs freedom, not repression; 
encouragement, not niggling destructive 
criticism; awareness and understanding, 
not incomprehension and ignorance; 
stimulation, not neglect; openness and 
courage, not a fearful closed mind. A 
camera club that can provide these 
conditions will be blessed with fulfilled, 
happy and creative photographers who 
thrive in their individual and personal styles.
